HAVE THKT THE AUTHORITY 


The recent notion of the Board o 


Examiner! over-riding tbe intention o 
the Lsgiilature relatite to the psjmen 
of the expenies incurred by the I 
eleotioo, is attracting attention and sub 
jecting the Board to certnin adverts 
orilicUm, for, potting it in the mildes 
form, there has been an asiumption o 
power'not delegated to them by eitbe 
the Constitution or any law, unless the 
Act relative to paying tbe expenses is 
unconstitutional in whole or in part. 


After providing who shall constitute 


ibe Board of Examiners, the Constita 
tion Tests the Board with tbfr power to 
examine all claims against the State 
except salaries or compensation o! 
officers fixed by law. 


As we remember the Act by which 


the "Constitutional Amendments were 
submitted to the people on the llih nit., 
it provided that the general election 
laws should be made applicable as far 
as practicable, which law makes speoiai 
provisions for the payment of all ofB 
oers conncotad therewith, either a cer 
tain per diem or fees including mileage, 
In the Act appropriating fifteen thousand 
dollars to meet the expenses of tbe pro- 
posed election, it was made the dnty of 
the County Commissioners to ascertain 
the expenses in their respective conn 
ties and certify the same to the State 
Controller, "who shall upon the.receipt 
of snch certificate draw his warrant 
npon the State Treasurer in favor of 
the Chairman of each Board of Conaty 
Commissioners, for the amount so cer- 
tified as being the expenses of said 
special election in each county." This 
law is certainly mandatory, and the 
compensation of all connected with the 
election being fixed by law as it was, 
the Controller certainly failed to per- 
form a duty in not drawing his warrant, 
which he could have been required to 
perform by a writ of mandamus. If 
this position is correct, we are correct 
in saying that the whole supervisory 
power whic'a the Board of Extra nera 
have taken npon themselves, in not the 
creature ettier of the Constitntioa or 
law, bat ursuaied. 


Th-3 advocates of the submission of 


the Constitntional Amendments had at 
their backs among the oldest lawyers nf 
the State, and the framera of tbe bill 
which provided for the payment of the 
election expenses did not overlook tbe 
authority of tbe Board of Examiners nor 
the decisions of onr Courts when pro- 
viding that the State should meet Ihe 
expenses promptly, by requiring the 
Controller to draw his warrant when 
the Commissioners of the, counties had 
done their duty in certifying the ex- 
penses of ths election aa required, which 
was final as to amounts to be paid. 


Tbil was evidently the view of the 


matter taken by oar law makers who, 
on ascertaining that the fifteen thousand 
dollars appropriated was not enough to 
meet the demands, made up the deficit 
bj another appropriation. 


Tbe question as to whether the Board 


of Examiners have over reached them- 
selves, is a question in which several 
counties are interested, snd a proceed- 
ing in mandamns against tbe Controller 
would settle the question. 


S. E. Carrington, for some years 


managing editor of tbe Sacramento 
Record-Union, ban resigned, such resig- 
nation to take effect on tbe first day of 
next April. Mr. Carrington proposes 
to take a trip for several months to the 
East, where be has some business inter- 
ests, and where his relatives reside. He 
will, however, probably return and lake 
op his permanent residence in Sacra- 
mento. The management of the paper 
has been placed in the bauds of General 
T. W. Shethan and E. B. Willis. For 
years General Shethan has been tbe 
business manager 
of 
the 
morning 


journal, and tbe business departmeat 
thereof will still continue to be under 
his personal supervision. E. B. Willis 
has been city editor of the paper for 
some time, and will now be the recog- 
nized managing editor. Each, however, 
will be eqaal in all matters pertaining 
to the policy of the journal. 


Some of the new appointments tele- 


graphed from Washington are notably 
fit to be made. 
W. W. Thomas, the 


newly appointed Minister to Sweden 
and Norway, will return to a post which 
he filled most ably prior to Cleveland's 
Administration. He is familiar with the 
language of Scandinavia, is popular and 
influential in the countries to which he 
is accredited, has a Swedish princess for 
a wife, and is himself a thorough Amer- 
ican. Mr. Wanamaker is putting i;;;o 
the Postal Service some veterans of pre- 
vious Republican Administrations, who 
will bring it to its former standard be- 
fore it was crippled by a lot of Demo- 
cratic workers. 


John Bussell Young appears as a 


formidable opponent to Fred Grant for 
he Chinwe Mission. 


Postmaster General Wanam»ker hi* 


began the administration of his depart 
mtnt on sound business principles, and 
in bis first decision takes strong non 
partisan grounds. It was a little matter 
says the Chicago Tribune, but straws 
show which way the wind blows. Sat 
niday last a panic-stricken employe in 
tbe department tendered his resignation 
which Mr. Wa^aker promptly declinec 
to accept. Ho accompanied his declina 
tion with an order to tbe man to go 
back to his desk and attend to bin work 
aa usual, and tbe following pertinen 
injunctions: "When I get time I will 
look into your oase in its turn. If you 
have been faithful and efficient yon 
won't be disturbed. If yon haven 
been, you needn't go through the for- 
mality of resigning." The declaration 
does credit to Mr. 'Wanamaker from a 
business aa well as political point oi 
view, and if be lives up to it it goes 
without saying that he will soon have 
the affairs of his department in first' 
class shape, notwithstanding the de 
moralized condition into which they 
have been plunged through four years 
of Democratic maladministration. 


It goes without saying that the posi- 


tion which Mr. Wanamaker has taken is 
strictly in consonance' also with the 
rales of civil service,, and that if be car- 
ries it oat as he has began he will ad- 
minister a telling blow nt tbe Democrat- 
ic partisan spoils doctrine which was 
never more conspicuously and offen- 
sively carried out than in this depart- 
ment under the administration of both 
Sir. Vilas and Mr. Dickinson, and with 
the assistance of S,tevenson the Assistant 
Secretary, who presided over decapita- 
tions. 
These gentlemen succeeded in 


overwhelming the department with ig 
norance and incompotency by tbe whole- 
sale appointment of partisan heelers end 
Jammers. It is because Mr. Wanamak- 
sr has taken his stand upon sound bus- 
ness principles and tbe provisions of 
the Civil Service law that the public may 
hopa for speedy improvement of tbe 
mail service, for the Civil Service law 
does . not protect inefficient employes 
'rom dismissal, whether in the depart- 
ment, the postoffices, or the railway 
mail service, to which the Democrats ex- 
ended its provisions obviously with tbe 
purpose of protecting recant appoint- 
ueuts. The President himself hiitj cx- 
>licitly refiiHod to revoke the extension 
•at will modify its operation so th.it in- 
ompetent persons can be weeded out, 
Id expert clerks reinstated, and the 
ervice restored to its old efficiency, for 
which Ihe public will be grateful, as no 


epnrtinent of tbe service has deterior- 


ated more rapidly thun that of tbe rail- 
way mail. It is matter for oongratnla- 
ion that while tbe new Postmaster 
ieoeral will enforce tbe regulations 


>f tbe civil service by retaining faithful 
and competent clerks, he will alga en- 
oroe its regulations by weeding out the 
ncompetrntu, regardless of any crit- 
oiarn or clamor that Democrats or mug- 
wumps may raise. It adds to tbe cor- 
Hinty of reform in the methods of the 
department that the Hon. J. S. Clark- 
on, who bad experience in the postal 
ervice and possesses splendid executive 
ibility, has been nominated for first 
Lssiitant Postmaster General. 


Hatch 19.—The other 


day the President made .up. his mine 
to appoint a nan who did not want t 
file his application papers unless be was 
promised an appointment. After press 
ing hit claim very peisistently an 
showing bis good reasons why he di 
not want to place the papers on fll 
unless there was a specific promise o 
tbe place, the applicant was about t 
withdraw from the presence of tbePrasi 
dent, saying aa be did so, that he coal 
not afford to make a record of bis aaplra 
tions while there was the 
slighter 


probability of bis appointment no 
being made. 
"Yon can put your paper 


on file," said the President, "and 
assure yon that I will give them ver; 
early action. Just what I will do you 
cannot learn at this time. I nave mad 
up my mind not to make any promises 
I do not propose to have people goir, 
around on the street laying that I hav 
lied about appointments or any thin) 
else. 
Daring thtj Administration o 


Hayes, Garfield, Arthur and Cleveland 
one conld meet men almost anywhere 
about Washington declaring thnt tbe 
President had lied to him; that he bat 
promised them pi-ices and had not kep 
his pledge. I am determined this thing 
shall never be said of mo." 


This rule is being applied in tbe de- 


partments, and occasions some friction 
with Congressmen.
